The grandstands were jammed with 
excited, race-hungry fans, final track 
preparations groomed the dirt oval to 
perfection — and then the action began! 
Tension became almost visible as the 
Expert heats lined up, each 10-man 
event looking like a National in itself, 
But only the first three would transfer 
directly to the final, while 4th, 5th and 
6th place finishers had one more chance 
— in the semi-main from which just three 
more riders could hope for a go at the 
$6000 8-Mile purse. 

Fast qualifier and Ascot point leader 
Mel Lacher (H-D) overtook Nix in the 
initial 10-lap heat, stretching it out and 
setting a new track record in the pro- 
cess, Later, BSA-mounted Chuck Jones 
also got by Fred, but Nixon — 4th at the

with teammate Chuck Palmgren and 
Ron Kruseman (BSA). 

Three-time National champ Bart Mar- 
kel, a strong H-D hope after five National 
wins earlier in the season, retired with 
mechanical problems on lap four to the 
disappointment of many who hoped to see 
him better his 4th place overall point 
standing. 

The next heat found Lawwill zooming 
to victory, wire-to-wire, though pressed 
in the early going by 4-time 8-Mile 
winner Sammy Tanner, aboard a Royal 
Enfield, Tanner, making his first ap- 
pearance since fracturing a collarbone, 
tired visibly and slipped to 6th, then 
scratched from the semi. Lawwill was 
followed to the flag by DeWayne Keeter 
(BSA), Clyde Litch (Triumph), Shorty 
Seabourne (BSA) and Bruce Holland(Tri- 
umph), Time for the event was nearly 
three seconds slower than Lacher's, 


Dan Haaby (H-D) assumed an early 
lead in the final preliminary event and 
held it til lap 8 when Triumph tiger Gene 
Romero took over for keeps, Cal Rayborn

Now’s The Time 

Eager anticipation rippled through the 
crowd as the Expert semi riders rolled 
to the line, This was it. If Nixon didn’t 
finish at least third his Championship 
hopes were over. But into the first turn 
he flew, ahead of the swarming pack! 
Only five laps to decide the finalists, 
and on the third time around Seabourne

on: 

1. The present point system leaves much 
too much to be desired. The numbers 
issued the first of the year donotneces- 
sarily depict the ability of the recipient, 

An Amateur or Expert can finishafter 
а Novice. The Novice may not receive 
any points while the Expert and Amateur 
receive as many as 40 or more points. 
Very seldom if ever will an Expert or 
Amateur not receive points if he finishes, 
even last overall! 

I would recommend continuation of the 
present system for European scrambles 
and a new chart for hare and hound or 
hare scrambles. A chart with larger 
columns, and points issued by finishing 
position in division (ltwt., hvywt.), with- 
out regard to classification (Novice, 
Amateur, Expert). 

2. Experts and Amateurs are constantly 
grumbling about the large number of 
trophies that are given to Novices, and 
the few to them, Yet, recently, transfer 


“ points have been increased twice to high- 


er levels. If we lowered the number back 
to where it was, 21 for Novices, we 
would have more Amateurs and more 
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trophies in that class (same is true for 
Expert class), 

3. Let's keep “sportsman” events just 

that! No professionals, No money prizes.

It looks as though we are beginning to 
get a few comments, good and bad, con- 
cerning our discussion of the Dirt Dig- 
ger’s annual grand prix, If we keep this 
up long enough, Don Kemp, Public Re- 
lations Director for the Dirt Diggers, 
will have achieved much more adver- 
tising than he has paid for, But, itmakes 
for good copy, and since I have been 
involved with Don Kemp on other pro- 
motions, he’ll try to keep this up for 
another two or three weeks, It’s a funny 
thing, but neither the ACA nor MICUS 
has had any dealings with the Dirt Dig- 
gers since last year when they ran their 
9th Grand Prix which was their last 
international moto-cross event, The 
comment in our column concerning this 
event was made primarily to inform 
some of the riders that they did notneed 
an international license to compete, since 
we had had many inquiries from riders 
wishing to ride the international events. 
We are not making any further com- 
ments, other than the fact that it is not 
an international and they do not have an 
international sanction, Nor do we make 
any derogatory remarks concerning the 
Dirt Diggers Motorcycle Club, We have 
been to many of their events and we think 
they are as finely run as any other event 
in this area and they havefine members, 
We've only had a difference of opinion 
with some of their elected or self- 
appointed officials. 

They have brought one of the largest 
motorcycling events toSouthern Califor- 
nia and we thinkithelps out motorcycling 
a great deal, but we also believe riders 
and spectators should be informed of the 
true facts — it is not an international 
event, 2a 

To answer some of Mr, Kemp's re- 
marks in last week's publication, there 
had been some discussion between Mr, 
Edison Dye and the Dirt Diggers con- 
cerning participation of the international 
riders at Hopetown, butas far as we know 
this was only talk, At no time inthe dis- 
cussions was any official of the FIM or 
press or anyone else in any official 
capacity present, so comments made 
either by Mr, Dye or Don Kemp certainly 
cannot be substantiated, especially not 
after this period of time and all that has 
transpired. With regard to the Dirt 
Diggers applying for an FIM sanction, no 
official application was ever made to any 
of the MICUS affiliate clubs. Last year, 
the Dirt Diggers were a member of the 
ACA, but you will notice on their entry 
forms this year they had the AFM listed 
as an acceptable license and therefore 
we assume they are members of the 
AFM, Mr. Kemp is very much aware of 
the process used in order to obtain an 
FIM sanction. If they wanted an interna- 
tional sanction for 1968 they could have 
applied through the AFM who would have, 
in turn, applied to MICUS, MICUS does 
not issue sanctions to individual clubs 
but only to the four member associations, 
So, these letters which are available 
upon request (anyone can type a carbon 
and date it) certainly were never re- 
ceived by MICUS or, as far as we know, 
anyone else, 

To clarify another point, regarding the 
international events to be held in this

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country between October 20th and De- 
cember 8th, all promoters signed the 
same contract and all promoters paid 
exactly the same fee; no discrimination 
was made between any of the promoters, 
This contract would also have been avail- 
able to the Dirt Diggers if they had 
wanted it when it was made available, 
We understand, and this is also rumor, 
that the Dirt Diggers did ask Mr, Dye 
for an international event after their 
fourth of July weekend event, We under- 
stand it was an excellent event and allof 
the hundreds of riders who participated 
had a wonderful time, except there were 
no spectators to speak of; so it must 
have been obvious even to the Dirt Dig- 
gers that the Europeans did bring a few 
spectators to Hopetown, to witness not 
only the Europeans but a lot of good 
American competitors as well. 

Im sure that past efforts of the Dirt 
Diggers have helped a great deal in 
furthering international moto-cross rac- 
ing in this country, but so did a lot of 
other people all the way from Massachu- 
setts to California, As far as any parti- 
ality being shown elther to promoters or 
sporting clubs is concerned — none has 
been nor will be, Mr, Dye has put out a 
great deal of money to bring the Euro- 
peans to this country and it is only 
natural that he would try to recoup some 
of the expenses, With regard to the poor 
Dirt Diggers being a non-profit organi- 
zation, I’ll bet their annual gross income 
from the Hopetown event would make any 
organization, profit or non-profit, jump 
with glee. 

With regard to Mr, Kemp being ignor- 
ant of the FIM rules and regulations, this 
is certainly a humbleness on his. part. 
Last year, when controversy came up 
about scoring, Mr, Kemp was more than 

to vocally expound his knowledge 
of the international rules and regulations, 
in fact so much so that he violated the 
regulations by awarding the prize money 
not to the winner, but to the individual 
finishing in second place over the pro- 
test of the official scorer and the FIM 
representative, 

Now that this has been thoroughly 
hashed and rehashed and the sleeping dog 
has been awakened and, possibly, has 
died again, and you have as much line- 
age, advertising- wise, as you can getout 
of it, Don, let's forget it until we can go 
at it again next year. In the meantime, 
let's look at the legality of your adver- 
tising this event as an international; 
maybe one of us will get some satisfac- 
tion that way. 

This coming weekend, October 20th, 
will see the 5th Annual USGP run at 
Willow Springs. There have been some 
outstanding entries received, Mike Duff, 
living in Southern California and working 
at Cycle World, was, at one time, the 
Canadian national champion and will be 
competing in the 350cc class ona Yama- 
ha, Also competing will be Art Baumann 
and Ron Grant, two fellows who did very 
well in the AMA national road race cir- 
cuit this year. The whole thing gets 
underway at 10:30 a,m., with the trophy 
presentation and awards immediately 
following the last event at the Player's 
Club in Rosamond, For any of you who 
would like to attend, the practice session 
will be on Saturday from 12:00 until 
4:00 p.m, and there will be overnight 
camping at the raceway. 

We have also received a request from 
the AFM for an international road race 
to be held on November 24th at Orange 
County International Raceway. So far, 
the international classes will be 250cc 
and 350cc and we areawaiting confirma- 
tion of the third class, We also hear 
rumors that there will be an international 
speedway star in the Los Angeles area 
some time the latter part of this month 
and there is the possibility thatan inter- 
national sanction will be requested to 
allow him to compete in one of the 
speedway events Saturday nightat White- 
man Stadium, If the sanction is applied 
for, we will give you the information as 
soon as possible,

Three riders had to be considered 
favorites before putting a wheel to the 
clay — Mark Brelsford, winner of half-a- 
dozen Nationals this season, Jim Rice, 
four-time yellow-plate National winner, 
and Tom Rockwood, second place finish- 
er in four 1968 Championship events, 

Heat races went to fastest qualifier 
Rockwood on the Joe Dudek Triumph, 
Brelsford on the Dud Perkins Harley, 
and Steve Pederson aboard Ernie Pico's 
mellow Velo. Rice finished second to 
Rockwood, Ascot Amateur point leader 
Don Harms (H-D) was runnerup to Brels- 
ford in the quickest preliminary event, 
and Royal Enfield rider Ted  Yoder 
worked from mid-pack to second in 
Pederson's heat. 

Thus the stage was set for a closely- 
matched Amateur 16-lap final, Into the 
lead shot Brelsford, ahead of Pederson,

If you place your trust in tunesmiths you 
might as well belive that it’s still a long, long, 
way to Tipperary. But for those who place 
their faith in the opposed-twins from Munich, 
the 3000 miles that separates New York City 
from Los Angeles, California, has been rapidly 
shrinking. As a matter of fact, Tibor Sarossy 
of Fairview Park, Ohio, is positively 
convinced that the average rider, on an 
average BMW can make such a trip any 
week-end with time to spare. 


NO HOT AIR 


Not one to make idle boasts, Tibor, a 
22-year-old engineering student at Ohio State 
University, recently hopped aboard his 1967 
BMW R-69S in New York City, idly glanced 
at his odometer, which already registered 
2,000 miles, pointed his Earles forks in the 
general direction of Los Angeles and surged 
off in a great rush. 

On Aug. 28, exactly, 45 hours and 41 
minutes later, a haggard but unbowed Sarossy 
clocked in at the L.A. Western Union office 
thus becoming the third Ohioan to hold the 
cross-country record. John Penton, the 
previous solo record holder, made the trip in 
52 hours and 11 minutes in 1959 on a BMW 
R-69S and his brother Ted, along with Bill 
Cleaver, set the side-car record in 1966, also 
with an R-69S, at 60 hours and 49 minutes. 


5 YEARS IN PLANNING 


Why did Tibor decide to attempt such a 
man and machine destroying task? “I wanted 
to prove that the old record could be broken 
and I wanted to do it on an average, used 
BMW”, he says. 

Being an engineering student he set about 
his task with commendable thoroughness. “I 
have been training for this attempt for five 
years”, Sarossy said. “I have driven my cycle 
twice to Florida and back, twice to New York 
City and back and almost every week-end I 
drive the 260 mile round-trip between 
Columbus and Cleveland.” 


The BMW was the third he has owned and 
Sarossy is adamant in insisting that no other 
motorcycle is capable of maintaining such a 
grueling pace for such an extended period of 
time. "Nothing but a BMW could make it 
through the heat of the Mohave desert at the 
speed I was traveling, I also can’t imagine 
anything but a BMW holding together at the 
consistent 100 mph speed I maintained 
through the midwest,” he said. 

The only modifications to Tibor’s machine 
was a larger 4-quart oil pan (designed and 
built by the Penton brothers) and two 
S-gallon army surplus gas cans which he 
converted into auxiliary fuel tanks. The 
auxiliary tanks, along with his stock 6% gallon 
tank, gave him a range of 900 miles between 
gas stops. 

Averaging 60 mpg, he stopped 4 times for 
gas and was forced to stop 4 more times for 
bad weather along the route. 

Sarossy credits the Glaser fairing on his 
machine as a major factor in his success." By 
reducing wind buffeting I did not become 
fatigued as quickly,” he said. The Glaser 
fairing (which is not available in this country) 
is unique in that the windscreen is fully 
adjustable for height. 

Tibor’s confidence in German 
craftsmanship was borne out by his trip to 
L.A. and back. Not expecting any trouble, he 
only took $100.00 with him. The only 
mechanical problem that developed was a 
wom out vibration damper element, which 
was supposed to be replaced at 4000 mile 
intervals, anyway. When he returned to Ohio 
the engine was still purring like a well-muffled 
kitten, even after 5000 miles of torture, and 

he hadn’t even changed plugs! 


ROAR OF SILENCE 


The record attempt had originally been 
scheduled for Sun., Aug. 25, but Sarossy was 
turned back by New Jersey Turnpike Officials 
because of poor weather conditions. After 
checking weather conditions over the entire 
route, Tibor had his time certified by Western 
Union in N.Y.C. and was on his way by 
Monday Midnight, Aug. 26. 

But, alas, it seemed as if fate was 
machinating against our boy. Unbeknownst to 
Tibor the Lincoln Tunnel was closed for 
repairs, neccessitating a 22 minute detour, 
right at the beginning.

His route, which he completely 
reconnoitered by car in July, was the Lincoln 
Tunnel to the New Jersey Turnpike, then the 
Pennsylvania Tumpike to Interestate 70, 
which would take him to St. Louis, where he 
could catch Route 66 for Los Angeles. This 
was approximately 300 miles shorter than the 
route used by the Pentons, due to the 
completion of several new sections of 
Interstate freeways and bypasses. 

Instead of losing heart over this delay 
Sarossy cracked the throttle on his Teutonic 
juggernaut and made up the time on the New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania Tumpikes. On 
Interstate 70, through West Virginia, Ohio 
and Indiana he averaged a steady 100 mph. 
He did, however, slacken his pace to 60 mph 
in Columbus, Ohio, so that a friend, Charles 
лак, who was also riding an R-69S, could 
pass him hot coffee, which he drank from the 
thermos as he rode. Linak kept him company 
until Indianapolis, Ind., where he turned 
back. 


HARD RAINS GONNA FALL 


From Indianapolis to Oklahoma Sarossy’s 
luck held and he had beautiful weather. As 
soon as he crossed the Oklahoma border 
though, the rains came. He pulled the BMW 
under a bridge for 20 minutes hoping that the 
rain would stop, since visibility was 
practically nil. “I had been riding for 20 hours 
so far and had maintained a 75 mph average, 
but the rain was very discouraging,” he said. 
“I decided to shove on anyway but the rain 
got even worse and I was forced to stop at a 
gas station for another 20 minutes”.

they only get three laps riding time and 
then howl even longer if they have to go 
more than five, Also, in checking the 
loudest howlers, most of them don’t be- 
long to a club or if they do it's a club 
whose reps don't show up to too many 
meetings to find out the real skinny. So to 
all the howlers, if you don’t like it, then 
work to change the rules and improve 
things or just plain shut up.
